Imitting it to this offlcn There 
are two fundamental laws gov­ 
erning census enumeration which 
are probably more important than 
the others—the age law and the 
resident law. The age law as men I 
tioned above Is that the chili 
must be six years of age and not 
over seventeen before September 
1st of the ensuing school year. 
Peculiar ideas accompany the 
coming 
of census time. 
Many 
questions always arise in connec­ 
tion with rendering the scholas­ 
tic. One may always remember 
that failing to render the child 
will proeitlvely prohibit one from 
transferring. Before a transfer may 
be made, the name of the child 
must appear on the census roll of 
the home district. In order for a 
school district to draw transporta­ 
tion. the child’s name must ap­ 
pear on some district’s census roll. 
If the scholastic Is not enumerat-’ 
ed. the per capita apportionment 
will not be paid by the State to 
the district.
